SCHOOL REPORT. 


OF THE GRANTHAM TOWN DISTRICT. 

As required by law. the following is presented as the report of 
the schools in town for the year ending March 1, 1900. 

There have been two terms in each of the four divisions—a 
spring term of nine weeks, and a fall term of an average of ten 
weeks. Six different teachers were employed; Some of them were 
teachers of long experience of whom success was to be expected, 
while on the part of some others, if there had been more experi- 
ence, probably better and more satisfactory work would have been 
done. 

It is suggested that it might be greatly to the advantage of the 
schools, if those who have scholars to send, wouldmake it amatter of 
conscience to visit their school at least twice during each term. In 
this way some definite knowledge would be gained as to the char- 
acter and quality of the work. done in the school—room, both by 
the teacher and the pupils, and there would be no occasion for 
hearsay judgment. 

It is to be regretted that there are so many instances of tardi- 
ness and not a few absence. “Get there. Get to work. Get through 
work. Get home,” is a motto that might well be practised by 
everybody.
